Mr.  Chairman  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Health  Report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  I967. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  ndd-year  population  was  7 >030 
(20  less  than  in  I966). 

There  were  95  live  births.-''(l3  less  than  in  I966).  No  infant  died  in 
the  first  year  of  life  and  there  was  no  still-birttjAnd  no  maternal  death. 

There  v/ere  115  deaths,  62  of  these  were  due  to  strokes  etnd  to  heart  and 
coronary  arteiy  disease.  These  are  qIso  the  oommonest  causes  of  death  in 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

One  new  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  notified  and  there  was  one 
death  from  this  disease  during  the  year. 

The  following  table  gives  a oon5>arison  v/ith  the  previous  5 years. 
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I wish  to  thank  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  the  Clerk  and  all  the  other 
Council  officials  for  their  co-operation  during  the  year.

time  \iere  available  to  pay  more  regular  visits  to  food  premises* 
as  standards  do  tend  to  fall  when  inspections  are  too  infrequent* 
Mobile  shops  and  delivery  vans  operating  within  but  based

The  district’s  sev/ers  -v/ere 
treated  during  November,  and  all  refuse  sites  and  sewage 
disposal  v/orks  v/ere  regHarly  inspected  and  treated.  The 
present  regular  and  systematic  survey  v/ork  carried  out  by  the 
operator  is  the  only  way  that  rodent  infestations  may  be 
detected  before  the^/  become  a major  problem.

The  Council’s  duties  as  v;ater  uix.ertolcers  \/ere  transferred 
to  the  Merioneth  v.'ater  Board  in  1966  • The  quality  of  the  \ra.ter 
supply  to  part  of  Harlech  and  to  the  villages  of  Trawsfyrydd, 
Tal-sarnau,  Gellilydan,  iiaent'in’og,  Rhyd  and  Croesor  was 
maintained  by  chlorination  throughout  the  year*  Samples  for

The  arrangements  for  se\,erage  and  sewage  disposal  in  the 
district  as  a whole  are  reasonably  adequate,  although  four 
hamlets  are  still  dependant  on  private  cesspools.^  Schemes 
for  providing  se\«'age  disposal  ’works  at  PenrhyndeiAdraeth  and 
Llanbedr  - '\/here  disposal  is  at  present  direct  se\/er  to  river 
■were  dravm  ip.  Se'/erage  schemes  for  the  haiilets  of  Gv/ynfryn  and 
Soar  "v/ere  held  up  in  order  that  the  possibilijjy  of  connecting  the 
schciiies  to  adjoining  village  schemes  could  be  investigated* 
Schemes  for  extension  of  se^wage  v/orks  at  Gellilydan  and  Talsamau 
were  prepared* 


idvery  effort  \ia.s  n^ade  to  maintain  and  iiprove  the  efficienesy 
of  all  the  se\/age  disposal  works,  in  order  to  discharge  well

The  Council  collect  refuse  once  T/eekly  throughout  the 
district,  apart  from  soine  isolated  bouses  and  farms.  The 
service  v/as  extended  to  cover  all  additional  duellings  erected 
during  the  yesr* 

During  the  Summer,  refuse  and  litter  from  the  major 
caravan  caiips  v;as  collected  daily,  and  all  litter  baskets 
throughout  the  district  i/ere  eiiptied  on  an  average  of  four  days 
per  \/eek. 

There  are  three  refuse  disposal  tips  in  the  district  and 
disposal  on  each  is  partially  controlled.  Difficulty  was  again 
experienced  in  finding  s’ufficient  aaid  suitable  covering  material 
for  the  refuse  deposited,  but  much  better  control  was  attained 
since  the  Council  eimployed  a full-time  attendant  on  the  refuse 
tips. 

liouising. 

Some  further  progress  was  made  with  the  clearance  of 
unfit  houses  insofar  as  some  unfit  houses  v;ere  closed,  and 
also  the  aimers  of  other  eipfg''  unfit  houses  submitted 
satisfactory''  proposals  for  repair  and  improvement.  The 
relatively  fev/  occupied  unfit  houses  remaining  in  the  dis-trict 
present  difficulties  as  they  are  mostly  cr^mer/  occupied  and  many 
of  the  occi^iers  are  aged  and  un,j-illing  to  be  re-housed.
